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HISTORICAL ANDOVER.

An Ancient Scot. 


From the advanee sheets of a publice- 
tion soon to, be issued by the Topsfield 
Historical Society, I have been able to 
glean a few items of- interest in “regard 
to the ancestors of our Andover line of 
Cummings which originated on the Ipé- 
wich border of Topsfield. 

An old Scotch tale, I recall from 
childish study, gave the origin of the 
name of John Comyns, the royal door- 
keeper, to his constant “Come_in!" to 
those favored. But the wags probably 
played with his real name, said to be 
that of the clan of Red Comyn or Cum. 
min of Badenoch in the wilds of Inver. 
ness, whose badge in the Gaelic refers 
to the’ scriptural cummin of- aromatic 
seeds, Black or Red, the tribe served 
thei country in war and peace, acquired 
wealth and by a maternal line got a 
chance to compete for the crown. 

Our Isaac Cummings of Ipswich rises 
above the horizon about 1638 with a 
planting lot in Reedy Marsh and a 
house in town. He gains and: buys and 
adds acres to start two sons, *Isaac and 
2John, and dower two daughters, Ann 
who married John Péase of Salem and 
Elizabeth wife of John Jewett of Row- 
ley. Isaac was a Grand Juryman and 
Moderator’ at Town Meeting and a 
Deacon, He-died in 1677 without a 
military record and a very large inven- 
tory of curious articles. No clue to the 


name or death of the wife can be 
found. 
%John Comins moved to Boxford, 


thence to Dunstable with his wife, Eliz- 
abeth’ Howlett, and there in 1706 she 
was killed by Indians with two of her 
sons who lay several days unburied. 
2Tsaac, who remained in Topsfield, was 
a sergeant in the Narragansett wars, 
and married Mary, daughter of Robert 
Andrews, He is the ancestor of various 
Andover lines. In his will, a favorite 
grandson, "Isaac, is named who _has a, 
heifer, a sow, a chest with lock and key, 
the Indian corn and flax “he hath 
sowne,” the history book added to the 
Bible and Testament he possesses and 
10£ in money. There were boys older 
and two younger, but this thirteen year 
old is a type of the early development 
of ‘the Cummings character. The lines 
here, however, I think are from the 
elder brother *John. The printers are 
so slow that I-do not get the links and 
grandmothers between “Isaac and ‘John 
who appears to be in Andover down on 
the Middleton border, with his wife, 


“Mary Towne of Middleton, and herehe 


died in 1756, at 40, and his widow sells 
a good deal of land to Holt neighbois 
near the sawmill and some one of the 
family lived here always, I could find 
no trace of the line, however, till later. 
John with his brothers ‘David of Mid- 
dleton or Topsfield and ‘Samuel of 
Stoughton agree in a deed of 1733 over 
the bounds of, the father John’s estate, 
and ‘Jonathan, son of. David, and what 
seems to be the son of Samuel of 
Stoughton and wife Eunice appear in 
Andover later. 

As early as 1754, just before John 
died, we have visits from forlorn bach- 
elors and widowers from various quar- 
ters for eligible damsels. Among them 
came Lieut. Thomas Cummings of the 
*John line, a hero of the Louisburg ex- 
pedition, Ile had several children by a 
Dracut wife, and married Anne Kettell 
of Andover, widow of Asa Johnson and 
mother of a large family. She raised 
in Ipswich tive more sons, half brothers 
to the fellows who got the lion’s share of 
the Cummings and Johnson real estate. 
So these later scions must have had_ to 
work for a chance. ‘Abraham taught 
school in North Andoyer about the 
time of the Revolution and later was a 
very much beleved itinerant clergyman 
in the Maine backwoods where it took 
pluck to move about. ‘Josiah was un- 
married and the hospitable home of his 
brother Asa was open to him in his last 
days of suffering. ‘Asa and probably 
‘Daniel (who married Mary Dodge) 
moved to Albany, Maine, as pioneers, 
Asa married Hannah Peabody and was 
himself a leader in town affairs, was a 
deacon and a Revolutionary veteran. 
Most of his children were born in And- 
over, ‘Asa was the clergyman at North 
Yarmouth who edited the Christian 
Mirror, and died at sea on his way 
home from Panama. His sister Sarah, 
who was won to the Baptist mission by 
the preaching of AdonirameJ udson, died 
in Burmah of jungle fever. ‘Susanna 
married Benjamin Mooar of Andover as 
a second wife, and devoted her best 
powers to the education of her son 
George, the honored head of Oakland 
Seminary, California, The same spirit 
was in the descendants of *Francis of 
Albany and his wife Lois Chamberlain. 
Back to Andover came 7Brainard, 
Daniel and 7Aaron — what a neighbor 
and friend was our Daniel Cummings, 
with his exquisite sensitiveness to the 
trees and flowers and to music. I never 
see the Elm tree in the square. without 
thinking of him. He had chosen it for 
his neighbor, W. H. Foster, who also 
loved trees, and when the town wanted 
a choice elm to supply the old relic, for 
the 1876 celebration, Mr. Cummings 
asked and W. H. Foster gave the only 
tree that was thought fine enough for 
the spot, and another one was brought 
from the forest to replace the pet so 
carefully nurtured. 

TBrainard and his brother Lewis of 
Albany served in the Civil War and an 
upright business career has added honor 
to the family annals, The sisters of 
Moses Holt’s family only have the one 
daughter of Daniel to care for. 

In the family of ‘Aaron and Lydia 
Sawyer, both teachers of youth before 
marriage, we have ‘Arthur, the only one 
to stand for the name in Andover of 
the long line from %John, though his 
sisters are not to be overlooked in gifis 
of inheritance, 

Before the children of *Asa returned, 
those of Stephen and Debora (Peabody) 
grewup. Only “Joseph staid here, He 
married Mary Plummer, widow of 


Stephen Poor, and in his turn. became a 
deacon and lived in both parishes, 
finally making his homestead on the 
“great flat rock,” on the Boston Road 
south of Carmel, where his son Charles 
succeeded him. Abigail Locke had no 
children but the poor of our town reaped 
the advantage of her ability to rule a 
house well when ‘Charles had the 
charge of the Town Farm. One daugh- 
ter Blanche, adopted by the childless 
couple, and the widow of. Mr. Cum- 
mings, a second wife, still retain the old 
home. Mrs, Drinkwater, a daughter of 
‘Joseph is still a resident, and inherited 
the musical talent of the family which 
marked in all lines. *Henry of Haver- 
hill at the last was a teacher of note in 
several towns for years, and the old, 
Punchard comrades will recall his 
daughter Clara who attended school 
here. 

While these people were passing 
across, we had a little earlier a. branch 
from ‘David of the *John line. Samuel 
Osgood owned the homestead -so long 
held by the late Ebbin Jenkins and he 
sold it about 1766 to Jonathan Cur- 
mings who married Mary Eastman, a 
Pembroke girl, daughter of Richard 
Eastman and Mary Lovejoy of Andover. 
He was a blacksmith and in the days of 
stage coaches that was a good location. 
Sarah married David Gray, Mary 
crossed over to the West, Parish and 
was head of Solomon Holt’s large family, 
whose ambition for an education rather 
than lands shows the new bent. Betsy 
married a Douglas of Portland, where 
her brother Stephen followed her and 
was a noted physician often spending 
his vacation in the old homestead as did 
the cousins from Salem in the line of 
‘David who had married one Kittredge 
of North Andover and came back. for 
another. In that line was Maria Cum- 
mings of “Lamplighter fame.” 

After "Daniel got steadied down and 
married Hanna Ames, he built a house 
that is so well planned that it hasn’t an 
undesirable room in it. The Major 
Cunynings house — alias Locke tavern, 
on Locke street, was the scene of great 
hospitality during Daniel’s stay here. 
Ile was a buildér, and besides that 
house. built the present M. C. Andrews 
house for Abbott Walker. He was a 
reckless and furious rider through quiet 
Andover lanes and used ‘to brag of his 
long memory, saying he could recall the 
family breakfast the day of his birth, 
codfish and potatoes. (The joke lay in 
the fact that nobody had any other 
breakfast in those days). Daniel went 
to Maine with Ben Ames, Jr., and the 
old home where the neighbors’ girls 
gathered to prepare for anniversary 
feasts, is now held by Albert Manning. 
The shadows fell thickly over thetine 
of Samuel, Mrs. Aaron Cummings 
says that David, son of old Eunice, first 
came to the home in the Holt. district;

The Prairie Chicken. 


NASHVILLE, Ill, Sept. &—Perhaps 
no game law ‘is so respected in this 
State as the one protecti prairie 
chickens. Its provisions are framed to 
Pay strict heed to the habits ‘of the 
birds, and its rigid enforcement during 
the past few years has caused them to 
thrive. There is nothing that is more 
enjoyed by a true Illinois sportsman 
than chicken shooting, and as it re- 
quires a fine gun, and either a pair of 
pointers or setters the sport is generally 
confined to the bettergrade of hunters. 
Years ago when thé broad prairies of 
of this part of the state were free from 
cultivation, when there were no divis- 
ional or sectional lines, and when barb- 
ed wire fences were unknown, the pres- 
ent season of the year would find the 
prairies literally alive with ruffled 
grouse, and any one who possessed the 
least knowledge of shooting found no 
difficulty in bagging plenty’ of the 
game. 

With the advance of civilization and 
the cultivation of the lands this at- 
tractive feathered game was preyed 
upon to such an extent that to find a 
brace of ruffled grouse at present is 
considered a rarity. But the hunting of 
grouse in the early days and gunning 
for prairie chicken at the present time 
have little semblance. The two birds 
are closely allied and by many are even 
now considered the same, yet there is 
The chicken is considera- 
bly larger than its near relative, and is 
much more domesticated in its habits. 
It thrives well in fields that are in culti- 
vation the greater part of the year, 
while the ruffled grouse puts its habits 
further from cultivation. 

Sun-up on the morning of Sept. 1 
found every prospective field “covered” 
and every available dog snifting the air 
for ascent. The heavy rains of the fore 
part of the ‘summer made the stubble 
ground rank with vegetation affording 
most excellent shelter for the birds, In 
the tarly morning the dogs work well. 
The slight dew that. falls during ,the 
night moistens the weeds and grasses, 
making the trail, when once found, 
easily followed. The. men keep a dis- 
tance of twenty or thirty yards behind 
the leading dogs and the retriever, 
which is always taken when obtain- 
able,.is near the men. The dogs move 
cautiously. Stop, point, there is a fiut- 
ter, a rapid whir of wings, the birds get 
well in the air and a rapid cross fire is 
poured into the bunch, the range being 
about forty yards. The retriever 
springs forward and does his share of 
the work, and the first raise of a flock 
yields from five to eight birds for two 
gunners. : 

The scattered birds fly almost beyond 
range of the eye, but the dogs are up 
and at it again. But not forlong. The 
broiling sun is now mounting high in 
the sky, and every particle of moisture 
has disappeared from the grass To at- 
tesmpt to find the scent again is useless 
for the dog’s nostrils clog and they 
choks from the dust from the stubble. 
The gunners’ attempt to walk up the 
birds, and by sheer luck stumble on 
another bunch. Their rapid rise and 
quick flight catches the men-a-Httle off 
guard, but several more fat young birds 
are bagged from this bunch. The scat- 
tered birds of the first flock are now 
found and the‘Sportsmen single out 
their bird. Even the retriever is tired 
and hot now, and 10 o'clock sees—the 
day’s spport ended with fourteen birds 
as the result, an excellent day’s work. 

The experience of one party is that 
of another. Little hunting is done at 
any other time than early in the morn- 
ing. The open season in Illinois begins 
on Sept. 1, and lasts only thirty days 
and the law requires that no other wea- 
von than a shot gun shall be used for 
killing the game. Though the season is 
not half over, so diligently have the 
birds been hunted that they have be- 
come wild and scattered, and the gun- 
ner is indeed fortunate who gets nearer 
then forty yards to a bunch. 

The broad pratries of Illinois, and es- 
necially those of this part of the state, 
have ever been the habitat of the pririe 
chicken and the rich meadows and tall 
stubble afford the b'rds excellent breed- 
ing and hi*ing places. The heavy tim- 
ber along the watercourses gives ample 
nretection during the severe weather, 
The habits of the bird are closelv al- 
Ned to those of the quail and partridee. 
Thev nest woon the eround during the 
months of May and June and the young 
hirds are about full grown by the be- 
ginning of the open season. One pair 
of birds have been known to nest three 
times in one season and the young 
birds remain in the care of their parents 
unt'l the following mating season. They 
roost upon the ground closelv nestle4 
together and oftimes become very bold, 
even entering the farmers’ barnyvards. 
Only svecies is known to exist in this 
vart of the state. The male is distin- 
rulshed from the female hy the mark- 
ines vonon_ the tail feathers and the 
spurs upon the legs.—N. Y. Sun.

MENUS FOR A WEEK 


FOR MONDAY’S BREAKFAST,

RRUAKFAST,—Boiled Rice, ‘Concord Grapes, 
Larab Chops. .Creamed Potatoes. Laked Toma- 
toes.

CREME FRITE.—There are many varieties un- 
der this name, but it is one most difficult to ob- 
tain without research and is a dainty much 
praised by travelers of a past generation. The 
crust should be light and the bonne bouch melt 
in the mouth. It is not to be seen in any mod- 
ern cookbook in the English language. Mix half 
@ pound of flour (sifted) with rich milk toa thin 
Paste and add salt-to savor. Sweeten it lightly 
and cook it three minutes on the fire. Remove, 
add the yolks of five eggs, butter.the size of a 
walnut, three drops of the essence of bitter 
almonds and a finger glass of cognac, in which 
has been soaked three dry macarons crushed to a 
powder, Cook this 10 minutes over a slow fire. 
Butter a low saute plate and pour in the mixture 
to settle and mold and let it get thoroughly 
chilled, Unmeyt on a sufficiently large plate, 
cut into squares the size of a walnut, dip each 
into beaten egg and roll, to cover well, in fine 
bread or cracker crumbs, Drop into boiling fat 
and* cook rapidly to a golden yellow. . Drain, 
dress in high rock shape on a linen serviette 
end sprinkle with very fine sugar.

WHITE MUFFINS, 

One egg, one-quarter cup sugar, one- 
quarter cup butter; beat all together 
thoroughly. Add one cup sweet bey a 
little salt, then add one cup of flour, into 
which is sifted two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder. Then add sufticient flour 
to make a batter a little stiffer than for 
griddle cakes, and not quite so stiff as 
forcake.

NEW ENGLAND PUDDING. 

One cup of molasses, one cup of sweet 
milk, one cup of suet (or one-half cup 
butter), one cup of chopped, seeded rais- 
ins, a ilttle cintamon, clove, and nutmeg, 
and the beaten yolks of two eggs. One 
teaspoonful of soda, flour to mix pretty 
thick, Steam two and one-half or three 
hours. 

CREAM SAUCE FOR NEW ENGLAND 
PUDDING. 

Whites of two eggs beaten to stiff 
froth, ten spooi'fuls of powdéred sugar, 
one-half cup of sweet cream, two tea- 
spoonfuls vinegar, two teaspoonfuls va- 
nilla, Beat thoroughly after adding each 
ingredient. 

SARDINES. 

Use the imported variety. Remove the 
cover from the box and place in a deep 
dish on a bed of lettuce or celery leaves, 
garnished with slices of lemon. 

TOMATOES AND CREAM. 

Of all the variety of ways of serving 
tomatoes, none makes a more palatable 
dish than ice-cold tomatoes sliced thin 
and served with powdered sugar and 
thick, sweet cream, or with plain, un- 
flavored whipped cream, ’ 

PLAIN WHITE CAKE, 

One cup of sugar, one-half cup of but- 
ter, whites. of four eggs, one-half cup of 
sweet milk. Flavor with lemon and 
vanilla. One teaspoonful cream of tar- 
tar, or half teaspoonful soda, sifted into 
sufficient flour to make of right con- 
sistency. 

FRUIT CAKE. 

One-half cup molasses, one-half cup 
sugar, one-half cup butter, two eggs, 
one-half. cup milk, two cups flour, one 
teaspoonful soda, clove, cinnamon, all- 
spice, nutmeg, two cups chopped, seed- 
ed raisins.

FRIED HALIBUT. 

“Place in your spider half a dozen 
slices of fat pork; fry brown, take the 
pork out and place in a deep dish; add to 
the fat three tablespoonfuls of fresh 
lard; when boiling hot, put in the hali- 
but, which should be cut in pieces about 
three inches square and dipped in sifted 
meal; sprinkle with salt and fry a gol- 
den brown. After the fish is all fried, 
put it into the dish with the pork, pour 
over it the boiling fat, add one table- 
spoonful of hot water, cover tightly and 
stand in the oven 20 minutes. 


SCOTCH BROTH. 

Add one slice of turnip and two slices 
of onion to the liquor in which a leg of 
mutton was cooked, and simmer until 
reduced to three pinta. Soak one table- 
spoonful of barley in cold water over 
night. Cook in boiling water until soft, 
then add tothe stock, from which the sea- 
soning has been removed, Add one- 
quarter cup each of carrot and turnip, 
2ut in very small cubes, previously cooked 
in boiling salted water until very soft. 
Thicken with flour, which has been 
stirred with enough cold water to pour 
easily. Add salt and pepper. 


ENTIRE WHEAT BREAD. 

To one tablespoonful each of shorten- 
ing and sugar, add one and one-half 
teaspoontuls of salt, and one cup each 
of boiling water and scalded milk. When 
lukewarm add one yeast cake dissolved 
in one-quarter cup lukewarm water; 
then add onecup white flour, and enough 
entire wheat flour to knead, having the 
dough as soft as can be handled. Cover 
and let rise until it doubles its bulk, 
Shape into loaves or biscuits, let rise 
again, and bake in @ hot oven.

MACARONI] AND CHEESE. 

Cook three-quarters of a cup of mac- 
aroni, broken in pieces, in boiling salted 
water until tender. Drain and rinse in 
cold water. Put a layer in a buttered 
pudding dish and cover with a layer of 
grated cheese and continue alternating 
cheese and macaroni ~until the dish is 
full, Pour over the whole a thin white 
sauce, made of one and one-half table- 
spoonfuls each of flour and butter, 
cooked together, and one and one-half 
cups of milk, seasoned with half a tea- 
spoonful of salt and a little cayenne, if 
liked. Cover with buttered cracker 
crumbs, using one-third cup of butter 
to three-quarters cup of crumibs, 


SCRAMBLED EGGS. 

Many use only eggs, with butter and 
salt, for this dish—for four eggs one 
tablespoonful of butter. Melt the butter 
and turn in the beaten eggs, and stir 
quickly one or two minutes over a hot 
fire. A common practicec ig to increase 
the, quantity without impairing the 
quality, by adding milk—a small cupful 
to six eggs, and a tablespoonful of but- 
ter with salt and pepper, as preferred. 
Stir these ingredients over a hot fire, 
putting in the butter first, until the 
whole thickens. It should be soft and 
creamy when done. It is very fine served 
On toast, : 

POTATO BALAD. 

The following English recipe will be 
found most satisfactory: ‘Twelve cold 
boiled potatoes, four tablespoonfuls of 
tarragon or plain vinegar, six table- 
spoonfuls of salad oil, pepper and salt 
to taste, one tablespoonful of finely- 
chopped parsley. Cut the potatoes into 
slices half an inch thick, put them in the 
salad bowl with oil and vinegar in the 
above proportion; season with pepper, 
and salt, and a teaspoonful of parsley; 
stir the salad well, It should be made 
three hours before it is wanted. 


VEAL SOUP. 

The knuckle or leg of veal is the best 
for soup. Wash it, and break up in 
water enough to cover the meat. After it 
has stewed slowly, till the meat drops to 
pieces, strain it, return it to the pot, and 
put in a head of celery, cut small, three 
onions, a bunch of sweet marjoram, a 
carrot and a turnip cut into pieces, and 
two dozen black peppercorns, but not 
any salt. Add some small dumplings 
made of flour and butter. Simmer {ft 
another hour, or till all the vegetables are 
sufficiently done, and serve. 


NEW ORLEANS CORN-EGG BREAD. 

One pint of buttermilk, three eggs, one 
ounce butter, one teaspoonful soda and 
enough meal to make a thick batter. 
Beat the eggs separately, stir the soda 
In the meal and add one teaspoonful of 
salt. Beat the ingredients well together, 
adding the well-frothed whites the last 
of all. Bake in a moderate oven ina 
bread pan, or fill muffin rings, with a 
large spoonful of the batter to each, and 
bake to a light golden brown. This for- 


| mula makes a delicious corn bread. 


FISH CUTLETS. 


Cold haddock, cod, halibut, bass, or 
¢eusk may be used for cutlets. Take one 
cupful of the fish, well flaked, and sea- 
son it with salt, a little cayenne pepper 
and lemon juice. Moisten this. prepared 
fish with one cupful of sauce made with 
one tablespoonful of butter, the same 
amount of conrnstarch, a little salt, and 
one-half cupful of milk. Shape into re- 
quired shape, dip in fine bread-crumbs, 
then in beaten egg, again in the crumbs, 
and fry in deep fat.

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Loose Ends at » Punchard. 


The affair at Punchard this week, by 
which a boy student has received a 
mast terrible nervous shock, if not a 
more serious injury, is the culmination 
of a long series of mistaken theories’ by 
which that institution has been governed 
for the past few years. 

A dozen boys or so of, the upper 
classes took upon themselves the , task 
of putting the various first year youths 
through such a “course of sprouts” as 
should prove them “worthy” to become 
Punchardites. They had gone through 
it in their day, and class after class be- 
fore them had also run the gauntlet. 
Colleges hazed the first year members, 
the U. 8. military schools did likewise; 
why if these men of nineteen to twenty- 
five did such things should not they? 

Teachers have known that it was the 
custom to give “preps” a ducking, and 
for several yearspast the “freshness” of 
any youth has been expected to wear 
off more through the rubbing it received 
in the basement, than through the re- 
fining it received in the school. room. 
Now the crisis comes in the possible 
permanent injury of a boy whose every 
interest and thought in life was depen- 
dent upon his hard earned schooling at 
the town’s high school, 

The boys who committed this deed, 
so terrible in .its results, are . being 
severely condemned. They deserve 
such. condemnation, and they deserve 
to suffer in some way for it, but we are 
inclined to think that already the pun- 
ishment that has come so swiftly from 
the indignant public, that is being, borne 
in daily by the consciousness they, all 
have of the suffering of the injured boy, 
this punishment is already very heavy. 
To expel them will not add-to their 
punishment or humiliation, and it would 
deprive them of just what they all so 
much need, education _and school disci- 
pline. 

We believe that the root of this mat- 
ter is not with the boys who coninitted 
this offense nearly so much as it is in 
the methods of discipline which prevail 

| at Punchard school. The time seems 
; to be past, when it is best to mince 
lieepilg in this matter. The people of 
Andover are rightfully, thoroughly 
aroused, and are evidently of one mind 
that either Punchard methods must 
change or dn Andover high school must 
be established. 

Blameworthy as these boys are, the 
system that has: made such a_ thing 
possible ir much more so, and the trus- 
tees will fall far short of doing their 
duty, if, in dealing! with this offense, 
they confine their attention to the boys. 


The Retrenciitative Contest. 

By the caucus last Wednesday night, 
it is shown that the republicans of And- 
over are not only deeply interested in 
the representative question, but that 
they are very evenly divided upon it. 
It is to. be regretted that the result was 
not decisive. It is also’ a remarkable 
coincidence that the same issue which 
gave to Mr. Odlin a second chance last 
year, compelled him to give to his 
apposition another chance this year, 

It is a simple question that will con- 
front the voters next Wednesday night 
and it is now clearly’definéd. It is not 
Mr. Olin against a competitor, but 
Andover against North Andover. — It is 
whether the precedent.of thirty years’ 
standing shall govern the action of the 
majority, or Whether new political ideas 
with a democratic attachment shall run 
the republican party in Andover. The 
heat of last Wednesday’s distassion will 
have worn off by next Wednesday 
night, but the interest of the voters will 
be just as intense as ever. 

As open to criticism as Mr. Odlin’s 
methods are, it is probably better tiot! 
to base opposition wholly upon them. 
It is much better to go to the adjourned 
meeting with the idea of settling the 
question of the rights of the niinority 
without any personal phase to it. And 
certainly if this is done it is difticult to 
see how any fair minded Andover citi- 
zen can vote to ignore the rights of vur 
sister town in the representative dis. 
trict. The very foundation argument 
upon which Mr, Odlin bases his right to 
be a candidate is the strongest argument 
against him, when one considers how it 
is applied in our senatorial district, or 
how it might be applied in our local 
selectmen districts. 

If you believe the only test of -tight 
is the test of anight, your vote belongs 
to Mr. Odlin; if you believe there is yet 
left for our guidance in political matters 
in Andover, some of that spirit which 
Phillips Brooks long ago embodied, in 
his estimate of our town when he called 
it “the manly, straight-forward ‘ 
New England town,” then your vote be- 
longs to North Andover. 

Whichever way you believe, go to 
the caucus and express your belief by 
your vote.

At: first thought one would suppose 
that an Andover citizen, even if he 
were a democrat, would have rather 
more independence than is shown by 
their two.score or more of democratic 
attendants at republican caucuses, but 
they don’t seem to have any more 
knowledge of the declaration of inde- 
pendence than they do of the sacred- 
ness of an oath. 

Perhaps some day we shall have-a 
double-headed celebration in Andover 
made up of the public reading of the 
declaration of independence, and +a 
court scene in which will figure some of 
the men who have no proper conception 
of the sacred privilege of a ballot.

Boys Abuse a Mate and Injure Him 
Severely. 


¥ In imitation of the pranks and annoy: |: 
‘| ances practiced by college students upon 


the freshmen, the. upper, class. boys at 
Punchard have for several years been 
accustomed to torment the incoming 
boys by holding ‘their’ heads’ under a 
faucet or similar petty manner. On Tues-' 
day of this:week, six of the thembers of 
one of the higher classes attempted to

Since Tuesday he 
has been in a decidedly dangerous eon- 
dition but showed some improvement 
Thursday morning. ’ 

Young Halstead’s parents are not 
living, so that he lives with his unele 
and aunt, Mr, and Mrs. George Ewing 
of Ballardvale. It seems that Halstead 


who is,a poor boy, has been working to 
purchase vlothing, so. that he could at- 


tend school. He had purchased a hew 
soft hat which the young men of the 
school secured last week and proceeded 
to make a football of, afterwards 
soaking it under the faucet until it was 
nearly ruined. ‘This seems to be a 
sample of the unthinking and bullying 
policy of some old pupils at Punchard 
who should know better. 

As yet no definite action has been 
taken in the matter of punishment. of 
the boys, whose nameés are known, par- 
ticipating in the affair, but no doubt 
something will be dome, as the affair is 
serious.

A’ Lively Caucus is Adjourned to Next 

i Wednesday.

The’ Rept caucus held in the 
‘Town hall last Wednesday ever ing, in- 
‘volving a question of representation to 
the General Court, drew out a very la 
attenda fied aif: ; 
principles of,right or w, cought forth 
some exceedingly plain talking. 

‘The caucus was called to order at 7.45 
o'clock by Joby N Cole, chairman of the 
‘Republican “committee, ‘who’ read 
the caucus call, Geo. H. Poor was 
chosen as chairman of the meeting and 
Geo. A..Higgins as secretary. A motion 
by John N. Cole that the. meeting pro- 
ceed to ballot for delegates to the state, 
senatorial, county and councillor conven- 
tions and town committee, “all on one 
ballot, was amended-by John E, Smith to 
the effect that the. meeting proceed to 
ballot for the delegatés to the represen- 
tative convention, ‘The amendment pre- 
vailed. 

Peter D. Smith gave his views'on the 

matter and told of the intentionof the 
district committee in relation to the years 
each town was to have the representa- 
tion, - 
John N. Cole .was recognized by the 
chair and said he would like to. read 
some correspondence on the matter in 
hand. John E. Smith rose toa point of 
order Dut did not press the point as Mr. 
Odlin, the interested party did not wish 
it to be done. Mr. Gole read a letter 
from the, chairman of the Republican 
town committee of North Andover say- 
ing that it was the sense of the town of 
North Andover that they have the rep- 
resentative this year and that the matter 
would ‘be’ brought before the District 
committee. He also read a létter from 
the District committee recommending 
that a North Andover man be chosen, in 
accordance with the custom of past years, 
and in order to preserve harmony in the 
party of this district. Mr, Cole then 
made a strong plea for tair play and 
scored Mr. Odlih’ for trying to further 
his own personal ambitions at the ex- 
pense of fairness/and the time-honored 
custom of the past. 

John E, Smith spoke on the behalf of 
, Andover’s right to the representation as 
long as she wanted it on the score that 
the. majority ,should rule, that might 
makes right. 

William Odlin, Esq., said he had not 
intended ‘to speak “but since he hail been 
attacked he thought he ought to answer 
the attack. He characterized the state- 
ments made by Mr. Cole as utterly false ; 
he.said he was not ashamed of being a 
candidate for re-election; that he stood 
as good a chance for the speakership as 
any of the other representatives from 
the 300 odd districts of the state; and 
that if he got it he would be much hon- 
cored and»'that the town would also be 
honored, 

Charles,, W. Clark agreed with the 
words of the former speaker to a certain 
extent. , He did hot think that the num- 
ber of years one town should furnish the 
represehtative should be limited. Ifa 
good man’had the office and worked for 
the interest of the whole district, he 
should be returned, while his usefullness 
continued. Mr, Vlark thought the office 
should seek the man, however, and not 
the man the office. ° ; 

Albert Poor, Esq., argued for fairness. 
He did not think that the custom of the 
past should be changed to further the 
ambitions of one man and said the rep- 
resentation ought, by all rights, to go to 
North Andover, 

It was then moved and carried, to pro- 
ceed to ballot for delegates to the repre- 
sentative convention. | ‘The chair ap- 
pointed S. H. Boutwell, Charles Green 
and Arthur Bliss checkers. H. 8, Neal 
and William Haggerty had their votes 
challenged and the caucus oath was ad- 
ministered to each. The polls closed at 
9.10. 

While the votes were being counted, 
Mr. Cole moved to preceed to ballot for 
delegates to the state, senatorial, county 
and councillor conventions and the town 
committee all onone ballot. The motion 
prevailed. A motion that the previous 
motion be laid on the table prevailed. 

Charlés W. Clark, formerly Grand 
Regent of the Massachusetts: Royal Ar- 
canum, moved that it was. the sense of 


convention be instructed to vote for Hon. 
John L. Bates and the motion was sec- 
onded.

Ernest 8S, Creamer, who was arrested
